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1. Claims 1-3,5-11, 14-20 and newly added claims 21-23 are pending. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-11, 14 and newly added claims 21-23 are provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-5, 13-15 and 20-22 of copending Application No. 08/943,771. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the *771 
pending claims are species claims to the instantly pending claims in the current appUcation. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Applicant has stated a 08/943,771 will go abandoned. As of 8-2-05 it is still pending 
The rejection is maintained. 

3. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention*' type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg, Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 R2d467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 19-20 stand provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1 and 5 of copending Application No. 08/943,771. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Both sets of claims are drawn to the same exact deposited monoclonal antibody, ID3 or 
an antibody that con5)etes with said antibody. 

Applicant has stated a 08/943,771 will go abandoned. As of 8-2-05 it is still pending. 
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The rejection is maintained 



4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C, 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such Ml, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to \^ch it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-3, 5-11, 14-20 and newly added claims 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention, for reasons of record in the 
Office Action mailed 2-28-05. 

Applicant argues they have support in the originally filed claims. 

A carefiil review of the specifications and claims of 60/061,185 and 09/166,298 finds no 
support for the term "or progeny thereof. 

Furthermore, in claims 21 and 22, while the specification clearly supports the deposited 
monoclonal antibodies to be able to block the activity of IFN-a8, 5, 2 and not IFN-P, it does 
support an antibody that competes for binding to IFNAR2 AND has those properties.
